To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  County  Public  Health, 
Housing  and  Public  Assistance  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1946. 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my 
Annual  Report  on  the  Health  Services  of  the  County  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1946. 

Birth  and  Death  Rates. 

The  birth-rate  increased  from  16.2  per  1000  of  the 
population  in  1945  to  17.8  in  1946,  the  actual  number  of  births 
in  1946  being  2,952,  as  compared  with  2,636  in  the  previous 
year.  There  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  illegitimate 
births  during  the  year — 8.09  per  1000  births  against  11.42  in 
1946. 

The  death-rate  declined  slightly  from  13.4  per  1000 
population  to  13.1. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  rate  of  2.5  per  1000  total  births 
was  the  same  as  for  the  previous  year. 

Infant  Mortality. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  was  44.01  per  1000  births,  being 
the  lowest  rate  on  record.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
during  1946  was  43.0. 


Diphtheria. 

There  were  38  diphtheria  notifications  during  the  year. 
For  the  first  time  in  the  annals  of  the  County"  Statistics, 
there  was  no  death  from  Diphtheria. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee, 
I desire  to  tender  my  most  grateful  thanks  for  their  help  and' 
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interest  in  the  work  of  the  medical  department,  and  also  I 
wish  to  thank  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council  and  his  staff 
for  assistance  and  advice  readily  given  at  all  times. 


In  conclusion  I wish  to  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
loyal  services  rendered  by  the  County  Health  Staff — Medical, 
Dental,  Nursing  and  Clerical.

The  Death-rate  for  Ruthin  Borough  was  the  same  as  the 
County,  viz.  13.1. 
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Heart  Disease. 

Heart  Disease  continues1  to  be  the  chief  cause  of  death- 
There  were  589  deaths  recorded  in  1946,  as  compared  with  562 
in  1945.  The  number  represented  a percentage  of  27.0  of  the 
total  deaths  from  all  causes  and  was  equivalent  to  a death- 
rate  of  3.5  per  1000  of  the  estimated  population. 

An  examination  of  the  age  groups  reveals  that  of  the 
589  deaths  due  to  heart  disease,  477  or  80.9  per  cent,  occurred 
amongst  persons  65  years  of  age  and  over. 

The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  deaths  from  heart 
disease  at  various  age  periods.  The  figures  for  1946  and  the 
previous  year  are  given  for  comparison  with  the  years  1937 
and  1938.

Cancer. 

Deaths  from  Cancer  during  1946  accounted  for  343  or 
15.7  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  from  all  causes.  The  mortal- 
ity rate  is  equivalent  to  2.0  per  1000  of  the  estimated  popula- 
tion. During  the  previous  year  there  were  345  deaths  from 
Cancer,  being  15.8  per  cent,  of  total  deaths.

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It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  death  rates  are  crude 
rates  and  are  not  corrected  or  standardised  for  the  age  and 
sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  the  County.

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  8 maternal  deaths  during  the  year,  as  com- 
pared with  7 in  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a Maternal 
Mortality  Rate  of  2.6  per  1000  (live  and  still)  births. 

Each  Maternal  Death  is  investigated  as  a matter  of 
routine.  The  investigations  are  carried  out  by  Mr.  R.  Owen 
Jones,  F.R.C.S.,  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  and  the 
Health  Visitors.  Confidential  reports  on  the  circumstances  of 
death  are  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Infant  Mortality . QA-'CH 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  194fuper  1000  live  births, 
as  compared  with  55.6  in  1945,  and  is  0.2  per  1000  lower  than 
the  record  figure  attained  in  1944.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  43.0. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  following  Table  II, 
that  the  chief  causes  of  infant  deaths  are  “ prematurity  ” and 
the  group  “ congenital  malformation,  birth  injury.”

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  notifications  numbered  157  during  the  year,  as  com- 
pared with  276  the  previous  year.  There  were  2 deaths  in 
1946  but  none  in  1945. 


Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  Diphtheria  in  1946  was  the 
lowest  on  record,  and  there  was  no  death  registered  as  due 
to  this  cause.  The  notifications  numbered  38,  as  compared 
with  86  and  1 death  in  1945,  and  186  and  deaths  in  1944.

The  number  of  cases  notified  in  1946  was  256  as  com- 
pared with  175  in  the  previous  year.

Cough. 
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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  position  in  regard  to 
Diphtheria  Immunisation  is  satisfactory.  In  most  of  the 
County  districts  the  percentage  of  children  1 — 5 years  and 
children  5 — 15  years  immunised  is  over  90  per  cent.  Colwyn 
Bay  Borough  and  Wrexham  Borough  are  Welfare  Authorities 
and  have  their  own  schemes  for  the  immunising  of  children 
under  5 years  of  age,  and  not  attending  a school  maintained  by 
the  Ministry  of  Education.  The  County  Council  is  respon- 
sible for  children  under  5 years  in  all  other  areas  of  the 
County.  The  County  Council  has  also  assumed  responsibility 
for  carrying  out  the  immunisation  of  school  children  in  certain 
Sanitary  Districts,  viz.,  Wrexham  Rural  District,  Ruthin 
Borough  and  Llanrwst  Urban. 

Immunisation  Clinics  are  held  at  the  schools  and  in  Infant 
Welfare  Centres  in  the  County.  In  certain  rural  areas,  where 
the  mother  is  not  able  to  attend  the  Clinic  with  her  infant, 
arrangements  are  made  for  the  child  to  be  treated  at  home. 

To  maintain  the  high  percentage  of  immunised  children  in 
the  County  every  use  is  made  of  propaganda  material  re- 
ceived from  the  Ministry.  The  Assistant  Medical  Officers  and 
Health  Visitors  take  every  opportunity  at  the  clinics,  schools 
and  during  routine  visits  to  the  home,  to  impress  upon  the 
parents  to  have  their  children  immunised.

CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS. 


Midwives  and  others  who  notify  births  have  been  re-, 
quested  to  enter  on  the  notification  of  birth  cards  of  infants 
the  weight  at  birth  if  lbs.  or  less.  These  prepaid  post- 
cards, supplied  to  the  midwives,  provide  space  for  the  in- 
formation. 

During  the  year  1946,  185  infants  were  born  prematurely 
in  the  Welfare  area  of  the  County  Council ; 61  of  these 

children  were  born  at  home  and  124  in  hospitals  or  maternity 
homes. 

Of  the  185  births,  53  died  during  the  first  month. 

A special  Nursery  has  now  been  provided  at  the  County 
Maternity  Home  for  premature  babies.  The  temperature  is 
thermostatically  controlled  and  a humidifier  has  been  installed. 
Premature  babies  notified  on  the  district  are  admitted  if 
conditions  at  home  are  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The  infant 
is  transported  in  a portable  incubator. 

The  attention  of  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors  has  been 
drawn  to  the  importance  of  proper  conditions  at  the  'home, 
separate  room  for  mother  and  baby,  the  discouragement  of 
visitors,  etc. 

There  is  no  paediatric  specialist  in  this  or  the  neighbour- 
ing Counties,  but  the  question  of  t’he  appointment  of  a Special- 
ist on  the  staff  of  the  Emergency  Hospital,  Wrexham,  has 
been  under  consideration.

Report  of  County  Dental  Surgeon. 

In  presenting  my  report  for  1946,  I have  pleasure  in 
reporting  a large  increase  in  applications  for  dental  treatment. 
It  is  also  gratifying  to  me  to  note  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  mothers  presenting  themselves  for  advice  both  for  them- 
selves and  their  children. 

I am  able,  under  present  arrangements,  to  devote  only  50 
per  cent,  of  my  time  to  this  work;  consequently  these  in- 
creases have  caused  rather  a long  waiting  list. 

I do  feel  the  time  has  come  for  the  appointment  of  a full- 


time Officer  to  deal  with  this  work.

OF  DENBIGH  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  MARCH  31st, 

1947. 


At  March  31st,  1947,  there  were  398  Registered  Blind  Persons 
and  14  Evacuees  or  Transfers  from  other  Areas,  in  the  County 
of  Denbigh,  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  Evacuees  being 
due  to  the  fact  that  the'  majority  who  were  billeted  at  Plas 
Darland  or  Pentre  Bychan  have  returned  home.  The  five 
Home  Teachers,  three  of  whom  are  fully  occupied  in  the 
County  and  two  part-time,  continue  to  visit  the  Blind  at 
regular  intervals,  with  the  exception  of  February,  their  visits 
being  considerably  curtailed  owing  to  the  very  severe  weather. 
The  needs  of  the  Blind  are  attended  to  without  delay,  and  their 
health  is  very  good.  One  hundred  and  fifty  applications  sub- 
mitted by  the  Home  Teachers  on  behalf  of  the  Blind  were 
dealt  with  and  sanctioned  by  the  Society’s  Necessitous  Grants 
Committee,  the  cost  amounting  to  £190  Is.  5d.  being  paid  out 
of  the  General  Charity  Fund.  The  grants  include  Clothing, 
BoQts,  Spectacles,  Hospital  Maintenance,  Garden  Produce, 
etc.  White  Sticks  are  presented  free  to  the  Blind.  The  Home 
Teachers  teach  various  Handicrafts,  and  some  of  the  Blind  are 
able  to  read  Braille  and  Moon  embossed  type.  Library  books 
are  sent  out  weekly  to  the  various  readers,  the  cost  of  postage 
being  borne  by  the  Society. 

A Social  Centre  was  opened  by  His  Worship  the  Mayor 
at  Bodhyfryd,  Wrexham,  on  Friday,  September  13th.  The 
Blind  have  the  use  of  the  Hut  on  Friday  of  each  week  and  it 
has  proved  very  essential.  Lectures,  Socials,  Classes  in  various 
Handicrafts  are  held,  and  in  December  an  Exhibition  and  Sale 
of  Work  was  held  and  proved  successful. 

A number  of  Electric  Wireless  Sets  were  issued  during 
the  year,  also  Batteries  and  Accumulators.  The  cost  of  Wire- 
less Repairs  and  Renewals  is  borne  by  the  Society. 

Each  Blind  Person  w~s  presented  with  a Christmas  Gift 
of  7/6;  this  was  made  possible  from  the  collections  made  by 
the  various  schools  of  three  Counties.  All  expenses  in  con- 
nection with  this  Christmas  Gift  Fund;  printing  envelopes; 
List  of  collections;  postages  are  borne  by  the  Society.  In 
addition  the  County  Council  allowed  a Christmas  Gift  to  those 
Blind  Persons  in  receipt  of  domiciliary  assistance. 
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At  March  31st,  1947,  146  Blind  Persons  and  6 Transfer 
cases  were  in  receipt  of  the  Unemployment  Blind  Grant,  the 
reduction  in  number  being  due  to  the  increase  in  Old  Age 
Pensions  in  October,  1946,  the  cost  to  the  Council  for  the 
twelve  months  being  £8,340  7s.  5d.,  Postages  and  Poundage 
£86  4s.  4d.  During  the  year  3,125  Postal  Orders  and  989 
cheques  were  despatched  from  the  office  of  the  Society.  The 
householders  who  received  the  coal  allowance  were  very 
appreciative. 

Since  April  1st,  1946,  the  Society  signed  an  Agreement 
with  the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  for  the  Unification  of 
Collections  in  North  Wales,  the  organising  of  Flag  Days, 
House-to-ITouse  Collections  and  other  means  of  raising  Funds 
being  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  National  Institute,  the  North 
Wales  Society  receiving  75  per  cent,  of  the  nett  collections, 
but  the  welfare  of  the  Blind  is  carried  out  entirely  by  the 
North  Wales  Society  as  accredited  Agents  for  the  six  North 
Wales  County  Councils. 

The  Crosville  Bus  Company  continue  to  issue  Bus 
Vouchers  at  2/6  each  per  annum,  these  vouchers  entitled  the 
Blind  to  travel  free  within  a radius  of  12  miles  from  their  home. 
The  vouchers  are  a boon  to  the  Blind  and  are  greatly  apprecia- 
ted.

A number  of  Blind  Persons  from  the  County  spent  a very 
enjoyable  holiday  at  the  “ Llys  Onnen  Home,”  Abergele.  There 
are  4 permanent  residents  from  Denbighshire  at  the  Home. 

In  Denbighshire  there  are  13  Home  Workers,  one  in  a 
Workshop  and  a number  of  pastime  workers.  The  payment 
of  augmentation  is  borne  out  of  the  Society’s  General  Charity 
Fund.

During  the  above  year,  much  valued  material  help  and 
advice  has  again  been  given  by  the  statutory  and  voluntary 
bodies  in  the  County  for  the  assistance,  in  many  differing 
ways,  of  all  types  of  patients.  Special  mention  must  be  made 
of  a large  store  of  clothing  received  from  the  Women’s  Volun- 
tary Services.  The  Disablement  Register  of  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  has  been  opened  for  the  rehabilitation,  and  re-employ- 
ment of  disabled  persons,  and  close  contact  is  maintained  with 
the  Officer-in-Charge,  who  has  also  been  co-opted  on  to  the 
T.B.  After-Care  Committee.

In  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  samples  of  milk  sub- 
mitted to  the  Public  Analyst,  95  informal  samples  of  milk 
were  tested  at  the  Wrexham  and  Oolwyn  Bay  Offices  on  behalf 
of  farmers  and  dairymen,  and  for  preliminary  information. 
The  milk  supplied  to  the  Children’s  Homes,  Public  Assistance 
Institutions  and  certain  Hospitals  in  the  County  was  also 
periodically  examined. 
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As  will  be  observed  from  the  above  Table,  52  samples  of 
milk  were  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst  as  being  “ not 
genuine  ” by  reason  of  deficiency  in  fat,  or  in  solids-not-fat. 
In  50  of  these  samples  the  deficiency  involved  was  too  small 
to  justify  more  drastic  action  than  the  administration  of  a 
caution,  or  the  tendering  of  advice.  One  sample  contained  a 
trace  of  added  water,  and  the  vendor  is  being  kept  under 
observation.  The  remaining  sample  was  found  to  be  adultera- 
ted with  7 per  cent,  of  added  water  and  was  the  subject  of  a 
prosecution,  the  party  responsible  being  fined  £5  and  ordered 
to  pay  costs  amounting  to  £3  3s.  Od. 


In  view  of  the  outbreak  of  a disease  during  the  year  follow- 
ing the  consumption  of  Ice  Cream,  a large  number  of  samples 
of  this  commodity  was  taken,  but  in  no  instance  was  any 
harmful  ingredient  detected.  There  is  at  present  no  legal  stan- 
dard for  Ice  Cream,  as  I have  stated  in  a previous  report,  a 
fancy  name,  or  high  price,  appear  in  many  instances  to  be  no 
criterion  of  the  quality  of  the  article  sold,  and  the  present 
necessary  restrictions  on  the  ingredients  used  in  its  manufac- 
ture do  n.'t  tend  to  improve  the  situation. 

An  informal  sample  of  Card  proved  to  be  Lard  Substitute, 
or  cooking  fat  which  had  been  sold  in  error,  and  the  vendor 
was  cautioned. 


An  informal  sample  of  Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre  was  38  per 
cent,  deficient  in  the  active  principle  Ethyl  Nitrate,  but  a 
subsequent  formal  sample  obtained  from  the  same  source  was 
genuine. 


An  informal  sample  of  Jam  was  2\  per  cent,  deficient  in 
soluble  solids  and  the  vendors  of  this  commodity  are  being 
kept  under  observation. 


All  other  samples  were  certified  by  the  Public  Analyst 
as  being  genuine  and  free  from  all  prohibited  preservatives 
and  colouring  matter.
